WASHINGTON - Tlic U.S. 
Kovcrnment Is watching two 
key points before deciding how 
to assess ttie results o( 
President Anwar Sadat's visit'

Some officials here arc 
privately expressing 
satisfaction that the trip went 
-"Off wcll.'pthers arc cautiously 
uncertain that anything was 

.gained hy It — and. looking 
ohcad. tliey fear that a lot 
miglil have Ixrcn lost in Arab - 
unity. 

However, the prevailing 
'View, as expressed by one 
specialist on the Middle East, 



is that "Wc'don'l want to In- 
dulge in instant analysis. 
We've Kol to give the countries 
Involved time to decide what It 
all means," 

One of the key points is the 
considered reaction of the two 
most Important countries 
besides Kgypt in any Middle 
Eastern peace efforts, Syria 
arid "Saudi Arabiamie first" 
reactions from "Syria have 
t>ccn angry and from .Saudi 
Arabia cautious, but these 
migtit change wtien they have 
had time to leurn what Sadat 
and Israeli _Prime Minister 
'Mcnahcm ncgln sald'to each 
other. 



The other point is what 
_ Israel does now. 
- A number of officials are 
inclined to acc'ept the .validity 
of Sadat's closing remarks at 
the news conference he and 
Begin held In Jerusalem 
Monday. "I have already 
taken my share of risk in my 
decision to come here," the 
"Eftyptlon president siild.' nnfl- 
wliut arc now needed are 
"hard and drastic decisions ... 
from Mr. Begin and the 
Knesset." 

By making the trip. Sadat 
accepted the existence of 
Israel In a dramatic way Ihiit 
Arab notions have been un- 



willing to do since lis creation 
almost three decades and four 
"wars ago. 

In return. Begin reiterated a 
virtually unchanged Israeli 
position and avoided dealing 
directly in public with the 
main stumbling block to a 
Geneva peace contiTeiice, the 
question of Palestinian 
■ Moslem- refugees from Isrnel.-

described Begin's ad-libbed 
speech lo the Knesset on 
Sunday as "pedestrian,"

■son. Sadat smiles and thanks' Begin for his com- 
<raents. Cronkite lauglis and asks Sadat if he plans

The sad part of all Ihls is Uiat I feel there 
arc some areas we could aRree on. Certainly. 
Uicre will be areas of disagreement in 
Houston, .because there is no' way Uial 
. everyone could oflrcc on cvcrythlnR - but for 
Uw flriit time In more than 200 years of our 
democracy, we will gallier in__n^ National 
Women's Conference, ciiarged under Federal 
law to assess Uie status of women In our 
country, lo measure the progress we have 
made, to Identify the barriers that prevent us 
from jfortlcipating fully and equally in all 
aspects of national life, and to make 
recomTnendallona to the President and 
Congress for means by which such barriers 
can be removed. . 

For Uie first lime ttiey will listen to the 
voices of women In America. 

I am proud to be a member of Ihc Idaho 
delegation lo the National Women's Con- 
ference.

Mysterious signals 'scrub' laiinch

(UPI) — Air Force and space 
agency officials met today to 
try to Icam the origin of 
mysterious radio signals that 
forced' the scrubbing of a 
European weatticr' ' satellite 
launch. 

He launch of the Mcteosat I 
satellite was cancelled Sunday 
night because unidentified 
signals were . discovered 
coming In on the command- 
destruct system of the Delta 
rocket as It was being readied 
for liftoff. 
A source said that while he 

^could not remember a launch 
being scrubbed for such a 
reason In 20 years, he tiad not 
heard the possibility of 
sabotage being discussed by 
officials rannccted with the ' 
launch. 

The Kennedy Space Center 
public Information oltrcc said 
officials at Monday's meeting 
could set a new schedule (or 
the launch. The office said the 
postponement was ordered by 
Associate Administrator for 
Space Flight John Yardley "to 
allow time for Investigation of 
spurious radio frequency 
signals in the range of the

A command-destruct system 
Is built Into every rocket so Uie 
vehicle can be destroyed if It 
goes off course or malfunc- 
tions after liftoff.

The source o( the signals 
must tx: determined before a 
new launch date can be set, 
they said, because they could 
have "an effect" on the 
deslruct system. 

No details on ttie signals 
tticmsclves were disclosed, but 
otflclals said they have not 
been picked up again since 
Wednesday- 
There was no racplanatlon 
why cancellation of the launch 
.was announced only a few 
hours lictorc the Delta rocket 
was scheduled to be llrcd.

especially when you knovir Moss, a professor at 
NewYork University, isn'lsclllngonyUiinB. 

He's Just giving free advice and lie is con- 
vinced that, if that advice Is followed, today's 
batHcs wilt grow up to have belter dental licalUi 
and tlieir parents will be spared those 
astronomical bills for braces. 

Moss is head of tlie university's Deparlmcnl of 
Dentistry for Children. 

Tlic way to eliminate the cavities — lu-o per 
toddler in baby iccUi tiy tlic age of three — Is to 
wipe the teeth, from tlic first tooth onward, until' 
the diild by age five or six con brush his own 
tccUi. 

"After feedings. Cake a pfece of gauze bctw^ccn 
Uic fingers and wipe the teeth." Moss said. "If 
mothers and fathers did llils, we could prevent 
these two cavities by the age ol three." 

Get fluoride on the teeth, loo. FluorMe tooth- 
pastes arc lil^ly effective. Moss notes. 

On braces, wtiat Moss has lo say is easy to 
check on. just ask the children with braces If 
they were bottle or brcist fed. Nine limes out of 
ten you'll probably be told — bottle-fed. , 

And Hint's the trouble, according to Moss. For ' 
a couple, of generations, as women abandoned 
breast feeding In favor of tlic more convenient 
bottle, millions of Infants were sucking on their 
bottles the wrong way. 

They were using less than natural tongue, lip 
and check muscle movements — and It affected 
the way the Jaws dcvdoped and the tectli lined 
up. 

Infants don't have tcetti. But. tliey have tootli 
buds. Nature lined Uicsc up a certain way. The 
un-natural sucking and tongue ttirusttng In 
bottle feeding Interferes with tlic natural 
alignment. 

So Iho baby teeth, which are the guidance 
system for the.second leeih, get off nature's, 
track. 

As a result, the second teeth often come In 
protruding, wrongly spaced, crooked and 
cverywhichway, 

What's a mother to do'; Breast feed against 
Iter desire or go ttirougti It anyway — for the 
sake of her child's teeth? It's a pretty big' 
decision when you consider the trauma to the 
psyche as well as Uic pockclbook when 
adolesccnu get Into braetk. 

What the mothers who bottle feed Ihdr infants 
sliould do is something simple. Tlicy should, 
according lo Moss. Iwld Uie bottle in a way that 
the nipple wilt be presented to Uic Infant In the - 
sainL- alignment as a natural nipple In breast 
fteding, 

Moss said tills will put the bottle In a natural 
- position and that should prevent the deformities - 
In tooth placement later In life. 

"I'm Just suggc-iling a new way to feed the 
baby with U)t Iwlllc," lie -said. "We lisc this

m:^ sense because Reggie Jacksdn is a par- 
ticular kind of black superstar, conscious al 
Joining the extraordinary ahllctes who, tweuusv 
of athletic accomplishments have pushed out 
the racial frontiers of the entire society. 

Jackson, unlike many other contemporary 
black players, understands sports once and for 
all. He dedicated the "Good things" of his 
season to Robinson and kept mcincnlOK of 
RobinsortORlilspcrsonandlDhls locker. 

Nevertheless, the (lucstlon remains: What 
meaning can Reggie Jackson's achievements 
have beyond a liatfull of records and ;in enor- 
mous personal triumph after a sea-son that was 
tumultuous, largely because of Jackson's 
volatile character? 

The answer is best suggested by looking 
ttirough Jackson's full-blooded, moody, swash- 
buckling style ol life back toward ttic lives, 
travails and accompltehntents ot tour oUicr 
block athletic f{iants - Jack Johnson. Joe Louis, . 
Jackie Robinson and Mutiammad All. ' 

The history of these men provides, sym- 
bolically and In real terms, a history of seven 
decades of struggle by American black men to 
end Society's constrictions and to become full 
human beings, witli all Ukc accompanying 
frailties, strengUis, luiccrlalnlics and ([lories. 

Jack Johnson was ticavywclght cltampion 
from 1908 to 1915, when black men wcrp required 
to be tiumbie. docile and subservient. He defied 
n strong taboo agaln.sl romantic relationships 
between black men and white women. 

Johnson had three wives, all of them white. 
His lircstyle was gaudy. Me became a cause 
celcbrc, was hounded by law-onforcemenl 
auttioritcs for alleged. Man Act violations and 
'tied the country. He finally lost his title In 
Havana and was vllllied In defeat for supposedly 
ttirowingthefigtit. 

When Joe Louis became champion two 
decades later, his handlers were wiser, even If 
the country was not that much different. Louis 
was accepted as a humble patriot who could say 
unashamedly about World War II. while serving 
in a segrcRalcd army, "We'll win because God's 
onoursldc." 

Louis wa5 also an Incandescent symbol of 



pride and hope for black people In 4hc thirties 
and forties.. All around the country they 
gathered around radios In furrowed intensity 
whenever he foughl-.and they erupted onto the 
streets of Harlem in exultant relief when he 
knocked out Billy Conn In ISHl. Yet, for all the. 
early black pride he engendered, he elicited 
little white hostility, partly because of his role as 
soldier-champion uuring a romantic and 
dangerous war. * 

Louis W.-IS so popular that a University of 
Michigan sociologist theorized that Louis's 
dignity and presence and his Inoffensive way of 
touching the conscbushess of white Americans' 
had made it possible for Branch Rickey to bring 
Jackie Robinson Into Die major leagues. 

Whatever Louis's contributions. Jackre 
Robinson's road was liard-scrabblc all the wjiy. 
America in 1947, Robinson's rookie yeariflth the' 
Brooklyn Dodgers, was vastly dirfercnl from Uie 
country where Reggie Jackson lived during his 
summer of travail and triumph. Baseball was 
^ing then. There was no television, and football- 
and basketball were not distractions. 

Baseball'— the major leagues and the minor 
leagues leading up to them — was lily white, 
much like tlie consciousness of most of America 
In Uiose dayST Baseball reflected the society In a 
fundamental way. 11 was memory, fantasy and 
' manhood. 

Jackie Robinson, attractive, intelllgent'and 
married to an extraordinary black woman, was 
just the man to project the black Image into that 
center of American consciousness. Except that 
he was a man of immense pride, a fierce com- 
petitor. It is by now iegendy how Rlckoj^ltelped SPOKANBrJVj 

him clieck his temper so he would be at least Washington State's Henry 
minimally acceptable to white America.
